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New Traffic Lights at Foothill and 
Euclid Real Milestone for Upland 


It was a long wait but we finally have our traffic- 
actuated signs at Foothill boulevard and Euclid avenue. 
And if there can be any compensation in this long delay 
at all, it may be the fact that the traffic lights are one of 
the most modern in existence. If they had been installed 
several years ago as had been planned, we may have had 
to’ get along on the less modernized type. 

The need for these signs has long been stressed by | 
the Upland police department, the city council, the planning | 
commission, the safety council and many other leaders in 
the community. Their safety factor is well-known now to 
almost everyone, particularly to Daily News-Herald readers 
since this newspaper has emphasized their importance for 
the past two years. But what may have been overlooked 
is the fact that the installaticn of these signs may be another 
milestone in the forward advance of the city of Upland. For 
it's another first for this growing community—the first “stop 
and go” lights to be erected here. 

B. A. Switzer, district traffic safety engineer, was present 
with Eugene L. Mueller, Upland police chief, yesterday to 
direct the time adjustments of the lights. He pointed out 
that because the lights are controlled by pedals on the high- 
way, they will provide the greatest expediency with traffic 
in‘ all four directions. In other words, the flow of traffic 
from either difection will determine the frequency of the 
light changes. In this way, long waits by motorists when 
there is very little traffic from the opposite direction will be 
eliminated. 

The importance of these new traffic-actuated signals 
cannot be overemphasized. They should go a long way in 
reducing the number of accidents on the Foothill-Euclid cor- 
ner. Our hope stil remains, however, that in the not-too- 
distant future, these same kind of lights will be installed at 
the very dangerous intersection of Campus and Foothill. Let 
us not continue to drown ourselves in placating figvres, only 
to be rudely awakened by another tragic fatality. When 
we get traffic-actuated signals at Campus, then it will really 
be something to cheer about. 

The traffic lights at Euclid, however, are a very real 
beginning and as Upland grows and prospers, perhaps a 
similar installation will some day take place at Campus. 
But the march of progress is slow and perhaps some time 
véry soon it will even catch up with the state, highway de- 
partment. At least, we hope so.
